Taxpayers of 26 Missouri Coun­ 
ties, 
including Dunklin, are still 
waiting word on any rate reduc­ 
tions horn utilities which have en­ 


joyed a tax windfall as a result of 
the “equalization” program or the 
Missouri State Tax com m ission. 
In this county alone last year, 
the utilities operating here received 
tax cuts amounting to U .5 per cent. 
Similar cuts w ere received by the 
utilities operating in the other 25 
counties throughout the state.

FOR A LARGER HIGHW AY 
PATROL 
We liked what L ieutenant G ov­ 
ernor Jam es T. Blair said about 
the State 
Highway 
Patrol 
in 
a 
television interview here ►recent­ 
ly. The lieutenant governor wants 


the personnel of the patrol in­ 
creased from its present staff of 
355 to 500. He w ants lo set up a 
m obile, highly trained unit to go 
to the 
assistance of 
sheriffs 
thioughout the state in crim e in­ 
vestigations in w hich they need 
trained help 
And he would re­ 
lieve the troppers of their tim e­ 
consum ing driver’s license exam ­ 
ination loutine, turning that chore 
over to civilians and putting the 
troopers back on the highw ays to 
do the work for which they are 
trained. 
W ith the highw ay death toll in 
M issouri and elsew here grow ing 
by leaps and bounds, everybody 
but the m em bers of the Missouri 
General A ssem bly seem s to reali­ 
ze that w-e need more troopers 
and more strict enforcem ent 
of 
traffic law's on the state’s high ­ 
w ays to halt the carnage. We are 
told that one of the reasons the 
legislators refused to enact the 
w idely-supported highw ay speed 
lim it law- at its last session was 
their disinclination to 
increase 
highw ay patrol personnel. Their 
view- is difficult to understand. 
We doubt that anyone, save per­ 
haps to legislators 
them selves, 
would attem pt an explanation. At 
any rate, w-e need more troopers 
and we need them on the high 
w ays, armed w ith better traffic 
control law s than w e now- have, 
and w ith rajjar and 
w hatever 
other facilities m ay be available 
to deter 
m otorists 
from 
killing 
them selves and each other. 
The proposal for a better train­ 
ed and 
more effective crim inal 
division of the patrol is well-tak­ 
en. The patrol is now- doing a lot 
of work of this kind, even ham p- 
j ered as it is by lack of adequate 
J statutes and adequate personnel. 
We do not want a state police sys­ 
tem in M issouri that w ill attempt 
to take over hom e rule in our 
counties, but w e do need assist­ 
ance for the counties which only 
a state organization of that kind 
can give. If the#* legislature should 
see fit to substitute the m edical 


exam iner plan for the state’s out­ 
moded elective coroner, it w ould 
be another proper m ove in 
the 
sam e direction. Boone county, in 
recent years, has been fortunate 
in having as its coroners 
m en 
trained in m edicine, and in som e 
cases specialists in pathology and 
with deep interest in the crim inal 
investigation phases of their work. 
Not all counties are so fortunate. 
We m ay not alw ays be so fortun­ 
ate. The state needs a better sys­ 
tem than it now has, and could 
I get it w-ith better highw ay patrol 
crim inal investigation 
facilities 
and with the m edical exam iner 
plan replacing the old 
coroner 
system .

3. Those who use their ability to 
do good will be rewarded and those 
who misuse it will be punished. 
4. Though' Jesus was hated and 
killed by his enemies while he was 
on earth, he has authority from 
God to judge humanity as his rep­ 
resentative — to give rewards to 
those who please him and to with 
hold rewards from those who dis 
please him. 
It is self - evident that every 
normal person is born with the abil­ 
ity to do something worth while. 
It may not be the ability to be a 
leader in some great field of activ 
ity. But no one is so poor that he 
does not possess something that 
can be used in serving God and his 
fellow man. 
Our hands are God-given instru 
ments of service: so are our voices, 
our minds, our homes, our farms, 
stores, shops, jobs and possessions 
of all kinds, and God expects us 
to use them for the extension of his 
kingdom here on earth and for the 
benefit of his humanity. 
Really God merely lends us what 
we call our possessions, for all 
things belong to him, and he gives 
us the choice of using or misusing 
these loamed possessions.

Sen. Aiken to 
Back Flexible 
Price System 


Says Efforts to Beat 
Mandatory Supports 
Will Be Successful 
WASH NGTON UP — Sen. Aiken 
R—Vt. > said today that “ pros­ 
pects for beating rigid mandatory 
price supports are good.’’ 
As the Senate moved into its 
third day of debate on a controver­ 
sial election year farm bill. Aiken 
prepared to speak in support of 
the administration’s 
lower and 
flexible price support system in­ 
stalled two years ago. 
Aiken is senior Republican mem­ 


ber of the State Agriculture com­ 
mittee but is opposing that group’s 
stand on price supports. The com­ 
mittee. by an 8 to 7 vote, called 
for scrapping the flexible supports 
and returning to the higher rigid 
levels for basics crops which have 
been in operation most of the time 
since World War l l . 
Most of the speeches in the sen­ 
ate thus far have supported the 
committee’s stand. 
Secretary of Agriculation Benson 
referred to the high supports last 
night as “ the unsound farm pro­ 
grams 
we inherited.” and said 
they are to blame for farmers’ 
present troubles. He said they en­ 
courage overproduction 
and the 
accumulation of surpluses. 
The 
secretary 
conceded 
that 
many farm families are in trouble 
because of high farm costs and 
low farm prices. But he said that 
agriculture 
is neither “on the 
rocks” nor “depression - bound.” 
Anyone who says it is. he added 
does “not tell the truth.” 
While 
the Senate debated the 
farm bill, its Finance 
Committe
